IV. 

An annual General Meeting shaU be held on the Monday 
before the first Wednesday in May, at which Meeting, seven 
Governor? shall constitute a Board, 

V, 

The President, Vice-Presidents, or Treasurer, or any 
seven of the Committee, shall have power to call a General 
Meeting, giving one week's notice in the public papers* 
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•VI. 
A Committee of Twenty-four, to consist equally of-Mem^. 
bers of the Church of England and protestant Dissenters, 
shall be annually chosen from among the Governors, at the 
annual. General Meeting, who shall meet the last Wednes- 
day in every month for conducting the afiairs o£the Society. 
The President, Vice-Presidents, and Treasurer, shall be 
members of all Committees : and five members sh^ll be a 
ttorum. 

VII. 
A President, Vice-Presideist, Treasurer, or Secretaryir. 
VJen a vacancy' happens, by death or resignation, shall be 
p oposed by the Committee for the approbation of the. 
eneral Meeting. . 

vm, 

No Governor shall vote at a Genera} Meeting for any 
fippointment to this Charity who has not been ^ Goyernar- 
for twelve calendar pnonths. 

IX, 
The Treasurer shall not pay any bills on account of thi^. 
Charity without an order signed by three of the Committee. 

X. 

Five Auditors shall be appointed annually by the General 
Meeting, to e^^amin^ the bills and accounts of the Treasurer. 

XI. 

An account of the receipts and disbursements of this 
Charity, shall be annually printed for the inspection of the 
Governors. 

XII. 
The Secretary shaill personally attend all the Meetings oi^ 
this charity, unless prevented, by indisposition; in which 



case he is to send a deputy. He shall keep an accurate 
and methodical account of the proceedings, and do all the 
incidental business of this Charity. He shall apply for the 
annual subscriptions in London and its vicinity, and produce 
two or more securities, to be approved of by the Monthly 
Committee, who shall be bound with him in the amount of 
^500, in one or more bonds. He shall pay all the subscrip- 
tions to the Treasurer or Banker, and produce his account 
to the Committee every month, and not retain the amount 
of £100 at any time in his possession. 

xin. 

In all places where the Schools of this Society may be 
established, gentlemen of respectable character in the 
neighbourhood shall be requested to visit them every Suip- 
day, receive subscriptions, correspond with the Society, ^ 
and suggest any improvement in the plan they may thmk 
necessary. 

XIV. 

The Society shall provide Spelling-Books and Testaments, 
for the use of the Scholars. 

XV. 

The Committee shall be at liberty to order lessons 01^ 
working-days, where they shall think necessary. 

XVI. 

All the Scholars shall attend some place of public wor- 
ship every Sunday ; but such as their parents may respec- 
tively approve. 

xvn. 

All the executors or .administrators of any Will, wherein 
is bequeathed to this Society a legacy of £100, or upwards, 
shall, on payment thereof, become Governors for life.

Thi objects of this Charity shall be poor jiersOiis, of each 
kty of any age, who shall be taught to read, at such times^ 
and m such places, as the Committee by themselves, ot

The Teachers, by direction of the Committee, ot theif 
correspondents, shall oblige all who are committed to their 
charge, to attend public worship every Sunday, unless pre-^ 
Vented by illness, or other sufficient causes 

m. 

The Teachers shall take care that the S<:bolar8 come clean 
to their respective Schools; and if anjSicholars be guilty 
of lying, swearing, pilfering, talking in afk indeeeat manner^ 
or otherwise misbehaving themselves, this Teacher shall 
point out the evil of such conduct^ and if, after repeated 
reproof, the Scholar shall not be reformed, he, or she, shall 
be excluded the School. 

IV. 

The religious observtition of the Christian Sabbath being 
an essential object with the Society for the Support and En- 
couragement of Sunday Schools, the exercises of the Scho« 
lars on that day shall be restricted to reading in the Bible« 
and to spelling, as a preparative for it^ 

V. 

A printed copy of the above Rules shall be put op in the 
SchooUroom, and read by the Teacher to the Scholars the 
frst Sunday in every months

A SERMON, 



From a child thou hast known the Holy Scriptures; which 
are able to make thee wise unto salvation, through 
faith which is in Chkist Jei^us.— -2 Timothy, iii, 15. 

As reason raises us above the beasts that 
perish, so religion connects us with the highest 
order of beings, and dignifies our rational na- 
ture. If by the one we possess the power of 
acquiring /knowledge, it is by the other we learn 
its proper use, and attain the greatest happiness. 
^* That the soul be without knowledge, is not 
good '^ 6ven for the present life. But it is a 
tremendous evil for it to remain destitute of 
that wisdom which alone can form it for the 
life ta come. Indeed, religious knowledge will 
be found of immense^ importance for both 
worlds. It renders man blessed and a blessing. 
Whilst ignorance leaves him the dupe of every 
delusion, and a prey to every vice. 

The depravity bf human nature, and the pro- 
gress it may make in sin,^ when the influence of 
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religion is not felt, are strikingly descritted in 
the verses which precede the tei^t. The apostlo 
is speaking of those who ^re wilfully ignorant 
of Cliristiamty» or wickedly renounce its atithp^ 
rity. *' Men shall be lovers of their ownselves, 
covetous, boasters, proud, blasphemers, diso^ 
bedient to parents^ unthankful, unholy, with^ 
out natural affectidn, truce breakers, felse ac- 
cusers, incontinent, fierce, despisersf of those 
that are good, traitors, heady, high-minded, 
lovers of pleasure more than lovers of God, hav* 
ing a form of godliness, but denyii^g the power 
thereof; they are never able to come to the 
knowledge: of the truth, they resist th? truth;;. 
they are men of corrupt minds, and reprobate 
concierning the feith ; but their folly shall be. 
manifest to all men." He next speaks of the 
effect of Christianity on himself. He exercised 
faith, long-sufferingi charity> patience. Hfe live4 
godly in Christ Jews ; and rather than deny hia 
LoKD, or leave his cause irt anyplace without an 
advocate, he willingly suffered persecution. He 
then exhorts Timothy to. persev^rei, as having 
been blessed with early instruction, assured of 
the excellence of revealed truth, and animated 
by the brightest examples in his own family. 
'^ But continue diou in the things which thou 
hast learned and hast been assured of, knowing 
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^ whom ^ou hast learned-them ; and that, firom 
a child, thou hast known the Holy Scriptures, 
iKrhich are able toma&e thee iltrise unto salvation, 
through faith which is in Christ Jesus." From 
these words I shall make the following remarks; 

1. Thjtt children should receive religious 
instruction. 

2. That this instruction is superior to every 
iOlher kind. 

3. Hiat the Scriptures are its legitimate 
.source. 

May the' Hotv Spirjt bless the present at- 
tempt to aid the rising generation! 

The depravity of human nature renders early 
instruction of incalculable advantage. God 
made man upright. He possessed knowledge, 
without any mixture of error ; and holiness, 
without any taint of sin. But he yielded to the 
tempter and departed from his Maker. By sin, 
he lost that light in hjs understanding which 
gave him the true knowledge of God— that rec- 
titude in his will which caused him to delight in 
the will of God — and that purity in his affec- 
tions, which led him to Ipve every thing in exact 
'proportion to its real loveliness. He is now 
prone to error, and inclined to evil. If there be 
not this evil tendency in the mind, whence 
epmes it that, when light appears in the world, 
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men love darkness, and that human opinions 
should be so generally prefered to divine truths ? 
Whence comes it, that the earth has been over* 
spread with wickedness ? And that they, who 
have escaped the corruptions of the world, 
through the knowledge of the Lord and Saviour, 
have continual need to exercise vigilance over 
their own hearts? Why should we dissemble the 
sin of our fallen nature ? Why should we fl94:ter 
ourselves with a false persuasion that we possess 
greater excellence than what really belongs^ to 
our present condition ? In all cases it is most 
fair, most prudent, and most safe to ineet aud 
represent things precisely as they are, neither 
exaggerating on the one side, nor depreciating 
on the other. Doubtless, fallen man, possesses 
faculties which niay render him very useful iix 
society ; and these faculties ^re capable of con- 
siderable improvement : but, as to his spiritual 
condition, it is evident from the universal testi-» 
mony of Scripture— the constant observation of 
the discerning — and the unvarying experience 
of the whole human race— that " foolishness is 
bound in the heart of a child,*"— that "man is 
very far gone from original righteousness, ''f — 
that he is ignorant of the things that make for- 
his peace — and that, left to himself, he woul4 

« Proverbs zxU, 15. f 9th Article of the Cbureb, 
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die in a stsite of enmity against his Maker.* 
Should he not be taught these humiliating 
truths ? Does not ignorance add greatly to his 
danger? Means of defence may be adopted 
against a foe discovered, whilst one m ambush* 
ment t^kes us by surpriseii And Education is 
also an appointed mean towards a recovery^ 
^* He commanded our fathers that they should 
make them known to their children — that they 
might set their hope in God, and not forget tl»e 
works of God| but keep his comLmandments«''f 
The permanency of early hnpresrions indicates 
childhood to be the most proper season of in- 
struction. At that period, our Creator has 
communicated '^ such flexibility to the organs^ 
such quickness to the apprehension, such reten- 
tion to the memory, such inquisitiveness to the 
temper, such alacrity to the animal spirits, and 
such ardour to the afifections as are not possessed 
at any subsequent period. Weare therefore bound 
by every tie of duty, to follow these obvious 
designations of Providence, by moulding that 
flexifnlity to the piost durable ends, by pointing 
that apprehension to the brightest objects, by 
storing that memory with the best of knowledge 
by giving to that alacrity the best direction, by 
turning that inquisitiveness to the noblest pur-

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poses; and; above all, converting that impres- 
sion of heart to the most exalted moral uses/'* 
why should we not give religion the advantage 
which sin will otherwise^ have? Let us assist 
the rising generation before sin has hardened 
them. Let us aid them by rdigious instruction, 
befbre Satan has placed a stronger garrison in 
their hearts. What can be worse than ignorance ? 
Is it not generally, followed* by carelessness and 
impiety? The immense majority of those who 
have come to an untimely end, will bear wit- 
ness to this melancholy truth. The seeds of 
-wickedness are cherishecJ^ and spring up when 
they come to age. The obstinacy of natural 
viciousuess may indeed frustrate a good ediica* 
tion ; but, where there is no culture, no fruit 
can be expected. The cultivation of the mind, 
as of the earth, delivers it from the barrenness 
of itis nature. And it will be found that, as 
Christian knowledge leadia to God, so it is the 
preservative of virtue, and the best source of 
happiness. Bring them up, said one who had 
felt the force of early impressions, " bring them 
up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord."f

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Train, said another who could speak from ex* 
perieace, and who, at one period had grievous- 
ly departed^ bat afterwards recanted, and pub^ 
lished his recantation to the world, '* Train up 
a child in the way he should go ; and, when he 
18. old, he will not depart from it."^ 

The express command of the Most IRgh is of 
its^f sufficient authority with the Christian 
Church. Tender of the happiness of his ser- 
vants, and including their children in his cove« 
nant, he would lead them to consider their fa- 
milies as nurseries for the skies. *^ Only take 
heed to thyself, and keq> thy soul diligently, 
lest thou forget the things which thine eyes 
have seen, and lest they depart from thy- heart 
all the days of thy life : but teach them thy sons 
and thy son's sons.^'^ — " Gather me the people 
togedier, and I will make them hear my words, 
that they may leara to fear me all the days that 
they shall live upon the earth, and that they 
may teach their children. And these words 
which I command fifaee this day shall be in thine 
heart : and thoushalt teach them (£li^ently unto 

thy childrenC'X 

There is no subject in scripture more plainly 
inculcated than the duty of early religion. 
Commands, aud promises, and examples axe 



employed. By the wisfest. of mra, who had 
tried dl expedients to obtain happiness and 
could find none but in the favor and service of 
God ; and by the strongest appeals to the rea- 
sbui the fears, and the hopes of the young, 
Jehovah thus addresses them : *^ Know thou 
that God will bring thee into judgment : there- 
fore remove sorrow from thy heart, and put 
away evil from thy flesh, for childhood and 
youth are vanity. Remember now thy Creator 
in the days of thy youth, while the evil. days 
come hot, tior the years draw nigh when thoo 
shalt say I have no pleasure in them. By 
these ^ my son be admonished.-^Fear God and 
keep his commandments, its this is the whole 
duty of man. "* When Eternal Wisdom would 
allure, she not only speaks of the wealth and 
honor she bestows on her disciples, and of her 
power and authority to bless, but expressly 
points out the surest time to find her, and the 
peculiar affection she entertains for youth, *' I 
love thiRm that love mcy and they that sedc me 
early shall find me/'f I^ example still morti 
powerful than precept? Does it embody the 
blessing contained in the promise? Behold!. 
The Lord our God sets before out eyes the 
brightest instances of eaily piety in a Joseph, a

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Samuel, and a DaVid; and, in my text, one 
who from a child had known the holy Scrip- 
tures. The Son of God himself, when he as^ 
sumed our nature, and '*^ became obedient to 
the law for man,** was found at twelve years of 
age, in the temple, in the midst of the doctors, 
both hearing them, and asking them questions. 
He was about his Heavenly Father's business. 
When he took on him the public ministry, and 
announced his Messiahship to the people, in the 
most pointed mannert He manifested his regard 
for the early dedication of youth — " Suffer lit- 
tle children to come unto m^ aild forbid them 
not : for of suph is the kingdom of God/'* If 
therefore the Lord himself call the attention of 
the young to the immediate consideration of 
their eternal interests, there cannot be a doubt 
of the duty of Parents ^d Guardians. Do 
not flocks of sheep move a^ they are led? On 
what C4n the generality of ip^nkind bestow 
thought, but on th? objects towards which 
parents or preceptors — the shepherds of their 
youth— direct their Tnind$ ? When landed on 
the shores of life, to them unknown, how should 
they escape its dangers, if neither diligently in- 
structed to elude the wiles of the enemies tliey 
f)>u4t encounter, nor furnished with defen9ivt| 



armour against opeii force? Then let tke d^ 
pravity of human nature r-the permanency of 
early impressibns — and the express conmiands 
of Gob— teach us that' the tender bud of cfaiJd* 
hood, and the opening blosstnns of youth, should 
he consecrated to the noblest of purposcs-^to 
the great «nd of their creation— the service of 
^ religion— the glory of Gob. " They 4;hat'bc 
planted in the house of the Lord^ shall fiouriah 
in the courts of the house of our God/ They 
4hall bring forth' fruit in old age.''* 

2. This imttuctioh is superior to eotry other 
kind. It makes wise unto salvation. It is there^ 
fore suited to the nature of man as the heir of 
immortality. In the word immortality, ideas 
the most awful and the most delightful are iti- 
eluded. The possibility of falling short of fu- 
ture happiness^ sliould awaken all the energies 
of a rational creature. It should lead man 
anxiously to inqiyre '' ^hat must I do to be 
saved? *' Salvation ! what a joyful sound. It 
includes an eternal exemption from all evil, and 
the everlasting possession of the chief good. 
No earthly possessions, no mental endowments 
can supply the place of religion, because that 
alone brings salvation to man. It is ttne reli- 
gion which shews the way in which God can

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^e jiist, and y^t justify the ungodly: whioh 
displays the divitie perfections and restores the 
divine linage : which gives peace to the con* 
science and removes the natural enmity of the 
heart : whidi implants in iis tlie spirit of love, 
and makes us meet for heaven. Compare it, for 
a moment, with any other knowledge. Will it 
profit a-man at death, to have been acquainted 
with every art and science? to have counted the 
stars and called them all by their names? to 
have written of herbs from, the hyssop on the 
wall to the cedar of Lebanon ? to have beei^ 
acquainted with the customs and manners of 
the nations, and with the productions of every 
clime? to have been admired for his deep erudi^ 
tion, his profound sagacity, or his powerful in*^ 
Huence? Nay, suppose all knowledge, and 
that even in the highest clegree, could be united 
in one man, what would it profit him in his last 
moments, if he were not wise unto salvation ? 
He, who best knew the worth of the soul, has 
asked the unanswerable question, << What is k 
man profited, if he i^all gain the whole world 
and lose his own soul ? "* To refuse tbereforfe 
to give that instmction which makes wise unto 
salvation, when it is in our power to impart it/ 
is an. act df the greatest cruelty^ It is to leave

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immortal creatures ignorant of tliat which it 19 
most important:for them to know. If a man 
could say " I have much goods laid up for many 
years;" or, on the retrospect of life, could boast 
* I have fought my way through the world, I 
have "obtained great reputation among men — I 
have left large provision for my heirs/ yet, what 
lias he gained when God taketh away his soul ? 
•' He shall carry.nothing away with him when 
he dieth, neither shall his pomp follow him.'* 
Give me the portion pf the poor and unlettered 
peasant^ who has applied bis heart to heavenly 
wisdom, who has discovered the high way to 
future glory, who has yr^pt over his sins and 
rejoiced in his Saviour, and who, in the pros- 
pect of? d^ath, can adopt the language of the 
apostle^, ^' I have fought a goo4 fight, I have 
fi^ished my course, I have kept the faith, hei^ce- 
forth there is laid up for poe a. crown of 
righteousn^s, which the I^ord the righteous 
Judge, shall give me at that day."* This is thp 
truly wise man* Such knowledge jis this, which 
teaches man how to live, and insitructs him how 
to die, eclipses the knowledge of all other 
things^ even as the stars are veiled by the ef* 
fulgence of the meridian suii. 

But where ^hall this wisdom be found, and 
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where is tlie place of auch understanding ? Its 
excellency is so great, and its superiority so 
manifest^ we should be exceedingly anxious to 
have this question satisfactorily resolved. When 
sincerely asked, man need not say ^^ who shall 
ascend into heaven, to bring it down from 
thence, or who shall descend into the deep ? 
It is not hidden from thee, neither is it far off; 
the word is ^igh thee : to you is the word of 
diis salvation, sient.'' 

For, 3. The Holy Scriptures are the legitimate 
source of this instruction. They alone give man 
adequate information as to his misery. They 
warn him of the enemies he has to encounter* 
They point to the source of relief and strength* 
And they afford motives adequate to so g^eat 
a purpose a.s that of inducing him to return 6rom 
his wanderings to the shepherd and bishop of 
his soul. Thus, he may escape the due reward 
of sin, be led in the paths of righteousness, and 
inherit eternal life. The heathen appear to 
have had some clear perceptions that human 
nature was in ruins ; but they knew not the 
cause^ nor were they acquainted with the way 
of restoration. Servants of sin, and led captive 
by the powers of darkness, they knew not Him 
who was ** manifested to destroy the works of 
jthe devil." Pagan idolatry knows of no Sa* 
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viour. Infidelity knows of no Ssviokm Igno- 
tance knows of no Ssurioun And^ oonld we see 
things as they ar^ we should instantly adanl^ 
i^at a sinner without a Savioury is in a tre- 
mendous state. He is a sick mka wiAout the 
|)ossibiIity of being restored to health,*^— a debtor^ 
without ability to pay his creditor,^— on offender 
against infinite justice, withoiithope of mercy, — 
an iiiimortal creature, without the prbspect of 
happiness. But, with us, ^' the darkness is 
past, and the true light shinfeth." We are not 
only informed, that *^ all have sinned, and come 
short of tile glory of God,"* we also hear the 
glad tiditigs, that ^^ God so loved the world, 
that He gave his only begotten Son, tiliat whb- 
ioev^rv belie veth in him inight not p«^, but 
have everlasting life^^f We are not only told 
that of eiirsdives We can do nothing, but we 
also have the promise of divine strength, in 
answer to our prayers. The FaitMiil Witoess 
has said, " if ye then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your dnldren, Ikiw much 
ttiore shall your Heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask Him/'| The hope of 
future rest animates us in the discharge of pi«« 
sent duty; and the redeeming love of Christ 
lays a 9ure foundation for that hope* His right- 



«ou9nes8, his atoneiiiciit, his inttfroeasion, are 
rtfrdaledt on which faith can fully rcly^ and 
throtagh which, peace can be traly enjoyed. 
The Holy Scriptures are able to make us wise 
unfecr salvation, through faiths which is in Christ 
Jesus. They testify of Him. He is the Pro- 
phet,, supcnridr to Moses, ^^ who should come 
into the worlds and reveal the whole will of 
God. He is the Priest, superior to Aaron, who 
f' takes away sin by the sacrifice of himself/ 
He is the Kingf superior to David, who reigns 
over all, and of Whose kingdom, there shall be 
no end. He is " the Mighty .God,'* of Isaiah,— 
^' the Lord our righteousness,'' of Jeremiah, --r 
•' the one Shepherd," of £zekiel,-^the atoifing 
'^ Miessiah^" of Daniel,«^and the substance of 
all the Lav^ the Prophets, and the Psalms* 
We have also his example, in the New Testa* 
ment, to dbect lis in the way in which we should 
go, and in the. thing which we should do» 
Christ is the sun in the firmament of Scripture, 
giving light, and life, and fruitfulness. And a 
living, operatiTe, victorious principle of faith 
in Him, will Certainly terminate in everlasting 
salvation. And shall such a revelation be with-> 
held from the greiat mass of the community ? 
It is truly marvellous, that any, who profess and 
call themselves christians^ should ever entertain 
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a doubt on th^ question^-^^whether tde childreH 
of the poor had better remain destitute of th^ 
power of examining the sacred orades for them« 
selves, or be taught to read, mark, and leara 
their invaluable contents. Let us not fancy 
that the Bible is too difficult and intricate to b« 
presented in its own form, and that it puzzles 
and bewilders the youthful understanding. In 
all needful and indispensable points of know*^ 
ledge, ^^ the darkness of Scripture is but a par^ 
tial darkness, like that of Egypt^ which be^ 
nighted only the enemies of God, while it left 
his children in clear day/'* If the description 
given in the 19th Psalm be true, that ** the law 
of the Lord is perfect, converting the soul,— 
that the testimony of the Lord is sure, making 
wise the simple, — and that the statutes of the 
Lord are right, rejoicing the heart," — then are 
the Scriptures as well calculated for the youths 
fill and uninformed, as for any other class. 
Though learning be of great service, even to 
the cause of Christianity itself, yet it was never 
designed, that the great majority of christians 
should be learned. The ttix^s of Scripture itre 
expressed with a ckamess and simplicity, evi^ 
dently adapted to that kind of assent which 
they require. He who could bring an unpre^

judiced heart and an unperverted will^— he wha 
could brin^ an humble spirit and a teachable 
mind, lyould bring to. the Scriptures the best 
qualification for i^nderstanding and receiving 
them. '^ God resisteth the proud, but giveth 
^ce unto the humble.*" " He taketh the 
wise in their own craftiness, hut the meek will 
he guide in judgment, the meek will he teach 
his way.^t He leaves the self-conceited to 
*^ stumble at noon-day, as in the night;" while 
** the way*faring men, though fools, shall not 
err, -'if The poor, form the great majority of 
those, who, through patience and comfort of 
the Scriptures, embrace and ever hold fast the 
blessed hope of everlasting life, as given in 
Christ pur Saviour. And, if we wish the rising 
generation to be Christians indeed ; if we would 
bring them under the wholesome restraints of 
religion ; if we would inspire them with its 
never- failing cpnsolation, we must enable them 
to read the Holy Scriptures. Doubtless, it is 
the work of God to plant religion in the heart, 
and to maintain it there, as a ruling principle of 
conduct But how are the works of God in 
general carried op? Are they not by means 
which he has appointed ? By the labour of the 
husbandman the corn is made to grow; by food

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the Ibody is sustained ; and^p' by religious instruc- 
tion. God is pleased to work upon the heart* 
We have no reason to expect the ^nd without 
the meatiSy any more than we have reason to 
think, that the means themselves will produce 
the effect without his Messing. ^ Paul plantethg 
Apollos watereth, but God giveth the in* 
crease.*' 

While this subject teaches us the duty of af- 
fbrd|ng religious instruction to the rising gene- 
ratiotl, and <:onsequently of promoting Societies 
vi^hich have this undertaking for their object, 
consider, for your farther encouragement, that 
you render essential service to your neighbours^*-^ 
to your country, — and to immortal souls. 

Is it considered to what an extent the in* 
fluence of the poor reaches ? The poor are owt 
inmates and out guardians. ^* They surround our 
tables ; they inhabit our nurseries; our lives, our 
property ; the minds and health of our children 
are much concerned in their good or evil quali- 
ties. Is it considered how essential is the care 
of youth to the weliare of the State ? Provi- 
dence has so disposed things in the present life, 
as that men should mutually depend upon each 
other for their support, protection, and happi- 
ness. They are ]>6ssessed, therefore, of passions, 
which irresistibly impel them to ffocial cemnec- 
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fions. Bat Society caiinot subsist, with regard 
to the important and salutary purposes of it* 
appointment^ without good government. Though 
the lawa be just a|id good, yet, if profligacy and 
want of principle universally prevail, the wheels 
of government- will be clogged; and, in course 
of time, every thing will fall back into its ori- 
ginal state of anarchy and confusion. Now, 
education is the natural and most effectual mean 
to prevent those evils, which are so inimical to 
good government, and the interests of Society. 
Sensible of this, all wise law-givers have taken 
care, in the founding of civil states, to give 
every possible encouragement to the education 
of children. Whoever consults the laws of 
Moses, will find particular regard was paid by 
him to thi* matter. The Spartans, celebrated 
for their national virtue and intrepidity, laid 
the greatest stress upon education. To this, 
the prosperity and grandeur of the ancient Ro- 
mans were chiefly to be attributed. And most 
kingdom^ in proportion to the attention paid 
to this object, have flourished or declined. The 
inhabitants of states, trained up from their 
youth to habits of integrity, temperance, acti- 
vity and honour, have been united to one another 
in the firmest bonds, and have become capable 
of thQ noblest exertions.; but, when, in the 
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course of time, by wealth abased^ oi' luxury in- 
dulged, the national character* has taken a turn, 
and their ancient energy and simplicity have 
degenerated into sloth and effimaucy, their fa- 
culties have become enervated^ and their morals 
corrupted ; honour and faith have yielded to 
avarice and cunning; and, amidst the greedy 
)>ursuits of self-interest, the general good has 
been overlooked ; then the welfare of posterity 
has been disregarded, and the education of 
children, an attention to which, laid the founda- 
tion or their former greatness, has been wholly 
neglected. And what has been the conse- 
quence ? No other than might naturally be ex- 
pected. Civil feuds and animosities have been 
excited; the laws trampled underfoot; public 
authority treated with contempt ; the nerves of 
government relaxed; mutual confidence broken ; 
and the horrors of inhumanity, oppression, and 
violence spread far and wide. 

But, above all these considerations, which 
yet materially affect the interests of man in the 
present life, these institutions employ the pro^ 
per means to benefit immortal souls. Is it con- 
sidered how essential instruction is to true reli- 
gion ? The heart cannot be influenced by that, 
of which the head is wholly ignorant It is by 
acquainting ourselves wiih God we ore at peace^ 
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Ond good Gomes unto us.* They that know thy 
pame, will put their trust in thee^t " This is 
life eternal, that they might kn&w thee, the 
only Trae God, and Jesus Christ whom thou 
hast sent.":!^ Should we not therefore open every 
avenue to that knowledge which renders man 
wise unto salvation? Should not the eyes as 
well as the ears, be open to the light of heaven- 
ly truth? Imagination can sca^ely paint a 
scene more afflictive, than the sick and dying 
poor, without the knowledge of the Redeemer; 
and destitute of the power of occupying some 
of their weary moments in searching the records 
of eternal life. And imagination attempts in 
vain to conceive the unutterable blessedness of 
the same characters, when filled with humility, 
under a sense of their sinfulness— *with faith in 
the merits of a Saviour-— and with hope of ever- 
lasting joys. The languid spirits revive, and 
the dying eye sparkles as it fixes on the pro- 
mise — • * When thou passest through the waters, 
I will be with thee, and through the rivers, they 
^all- not overflow thee ; when thou walkest 
through the fire, thou shalt not be burned, 
neither shall the flame kindle upon thee."§ The 
heart has learned to pray that the sins com- 
initted in th^ days of youth, and the transgres-

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4iions of riper y»rs, ipay not be rpmemb^red,^ 
and the eye has learned to read tjiat God (mr 
Saviour does blot out trai^sgresjsions for His own 
sake, and will not r^netnber ^h^ penltegfit be? 
liever's ^ing f — and Ihat He. Will never ieavetnor 
forsake theisoul that hai*%d for refuge? to Him^ 
Even the children of the. poor ^bpeome rich u^ 
faith by reading of tjie Iqi^ing J&iQdness of the 
Lprd tq the fatherleai; and d^Jtitute, and by the 
^acious assurance affqrded to every child that 
praysi that He will he th(B guid$ of their y<^th. 
JHis word efFpctually teaches them how bo esr 
cape the evil thiStt abounds;; and his. Spirit 
enables them to live sobf^rly^^ righteously and 
godly in this present world* 

If therefore yoii seek the welfare of your 
neighbours, the pray>erity of the state, and the 
salvation of .immoital .soijilsj, you will aid such ^ 
institutions as that for which I have tbe;pl«asure 
npw to plead. But for Sunday Schools, tens 
of thousiands would have remained immured in 
the dungeons . of ignorance-r-they would have 
been habituated to the neglect of the Sabbath^ 
and baye been led qaptive by every vice. But 
now they experience mental liberty— they ar^ 
taught the way of peace— and are led to th© 
constant ol)servance of that blessed day of reli^ 
gipus instruction and rest

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Of how great importance religious education 
is to the comfort of Parents — the enlargement 
of the Church of Christ, the benefit of our 
native Country, and, in the order of means, 
the present and eternal-happiness of the children 
themselves, no man is able fully to express.* 
By the divine blessing on these institutions^ 
we live in hope of still brighter days* Thus 
shall Britain remain a praise in the earth. 
Thus shall Britain be the glory of the nations. 
And thus shall Britain continue to bring forth 
children, who will honor all men ; who will 
love the brotherhood ; who will fear God ; who 
will honour the king. 

Belove4 Brethren, are these things so ? Then 
let us more diligently read the Holy Scriptures 
ourselves; pray more earnestly to their Blessed 
Author to open the eyes of our understandings, 
and lose no opportunity of aiding others to read 
them; being assured that, from the earliest 
period, they may be known with incalculable 
advantage : because they '' are able to hake

*fHE REPORT. 



^THE circumstances under which the Society assem* 
bles, at this its Thirtieth ANNivEitsART, demands 
' some explanation : it having proceeded hitherto, without 
that general observation which more modem Societies 
have thought 'proper to excite bj regular Anniversary 
Sermons and Public Meetings^-^the General Meetings 
of the Society having heretofore been confined to its own 
members. 

Among the objects^ thereforei which have particularly^ 
engaged the attention of your Committee, there were 
none which appeared to them of greater moment, than 
to make the institution of this Society more extensively 
knoi^t ^ ^c confidence that the simplicity, purity, 
and importance of its designs w6uld entitle it to general 
approbation and support; and thlit its means of becom- 
ing still more beneficial, would the9 be proportionably 
increased. 

Without asserting its claims to preference above any 
existing Institution, the SuNDAt School Society may* 
yet be allowed to challenge diepraise of having not a little 
contributed to the prosperity and usefulness of many :— 
It was the pioneer which clearfid the way when it was 
-obstructed by .%norance and prejudice; and many s(h* 
cieties have profited by that effect of its exertions, ^ 
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ndiich prepared the public mind tor gimg them a wel- 
come reception. 

Your Committee, therefore,* before they report their 
proceedings daring the last year, beg Iteve to give to 
this numerous and respectable Assembly, a short out* 
line of the constitution of this Society. 

It was instituted in 1785, by a yery respectable .body 
of benevolent men, who considered it the most likely , 
neanB to effect a reformatioii of mannera among the 
' lower orders of the people, by iastillihg.into theyoifth- 
fiil mind the first rudiments, of: useful knowledge, -and 
the important principles, of- ReK^onimdJiloiralily. 
^ In forming the pkn of the Society, the msMt liberld 
imd Catholic principles "were adopted^ in hopes: thtt 
Christians of. all denominalioiis would be induced to 
unite in carrying it into execution with greater energy. 
Schools connected with the ChunA of England,' and 
with the different denomifiatidns of Dissenters^' ate 
eqbaHy objects of the Sooiet/a tettco- and reUef| pro- 
vided such schools beltndtir t^auperint^detice of some 
responsible person* 

in order that this: fandamenbil principle may not be 
infringed^ the Comimittee ia composed of an equal pro- 
portiba of Membeva of ^he Established Church tmd Dis- 
senters ; and no books are issued by them for theachoojs 
under their patronage; but Spelling Bodes and' Testa- 
ments; and -Chose 'pvtukottsly. 

' These iR^ulations secure the Society against any pos- 
sible inputatioiL^jof forming, a particular interest, and 
enable it to advance.the commou.cause of Christianity, 
by fumishiiig to the childrai of each denomfawtiov the 
ijot acquiring religious knowledge. 



After this brief expoution of this invaluable Instita* 
tioBy your Committee enter with pleasure upon tlie duty 
of reporting to its Friends the proceedings which have- 
taken place since the last General Meeting. 

By a fakhful attention to the numerous, applications for 
assistance, in the formation and establishment of Sunday 
Schools within the last year, your Committee have added 
two hundred and seventy«nine to the Society's ligt.<— ^ 
(For partiotilarst see page 70.) 

Besides which, forty-two other schools formerly esta* 
Wished by this Society have received repeated assistance 
witibin the same time, for which, and the £79 new schools 
before stated, the Committee, have distributed £3,8£1 
spelling books, and 3558 testaments.— The total number 
of booka ffwen at the Society's^ expence since the com* 
mencement of th6 Institution, is 4S6,£97 spelling books, 
87>09£ testament^, and 8177 bibles, to 4791 schools, 
containing upwards of 400,000 scholacs. — ^And from the 
commencement till d>out the^£4th year of the Institution, 
your Committee were under the necessity of paying small, 
sums for the hire of toichers.in many of the schools under 
their patron^^e to the amount of ^4179 : 8 : 5, as, during 
that period they could not be otherwise. obtained; but, 
through the blessing of, God, in the. towns and villages 
where these schools have been. planted the happy effects 
produced by them in the jcondoct both of children and 
parents are so manifest, .that individuals. now generally, 
volunteer their senices aa teachers without fiie or reward, ' 
and vrith much more effect than by those whowere hired, 
so. that, for the last ais, or seven years yoor Committee 
have not had a sin^e application for pecuniary aid ; yet, 
m^itfastanding this favourable i:ircmnstance, such has 
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been the rapid increase pf Sunday Schools, and cdilM^ 
qnently' the demand for books, that the expences of the 
Society have continued to advance from year to yean ' / 

Your Committee however, cannot suffer their zeal in 
promoting its operations to be restrained by any appre- 
hension of the paucity of its contributors or the insuffi- 
ciency of its funds ; they have acted on a presumption^ 
which they cohtinne to cherish, that the same Providence 
^which points to the extension of the Society's employ- 
ment will furnish the means for carrying it into ^Gect; and 
that the Institution will be supported with a liberality 
proportioned to the degree in which its services are 
employed for disseminating Christian instruction, and 
thereby promoting the best interests of mankind. 

Previous to the establishment of Sunday Schools, the 
children of the poor were, it is well known, generally- 
brought lip in the grossest, ignorance, and paid little or no 
attention to the Christian Sabbath. — The change pro-» 
duced by this Institution in the habits' of the children^ 
and the genial improvement in their appearance is now 
so obvious, that the most superficial observer cannot fail 
to remark it, and is abundantly confirmed by numerous 
testimonies received from time to time by your Committee. 

If there be one object with which hardly any other 
can be placed in competition, it is Education; not that 
which is ornamental, but that whidh serves to supply 
jH'inciple, to induce active industry, to promote the love 
of God and of our neighbour, and to prepare us for our ' 
duty in bur allotted station of life. 

This Society provides so effectually for educating those 
whose time is taken up in the days of labour by the caUa 
of their necessary occupations, and also for recoveri^ 
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tliem from vagrancy, disorder, and irreligion on the sab* 
bath day, and tnuning them up to a due observance of 
tha( holy appointment, that it must ever be regarded as 
an Institutiou connected most nearly and vitally with the 
vigor, the improvement, and the stability of the country. 
At present, the demands for its aid exceed any thing 
which has yet been experienced. Its operations are going 
forward to a great part of the British Dominions ; and 
there is reason to believe that, if suitably supported, 
it will penetrate into those parts which remain unen- 
lightened, and supply the poor generally with the means 
of understanding and appreciating those Scriptures, which, 
through the blearing of Qo^, may make them wise unto 
salvation.

** The population of this place may be estimated^ at 
about fifteen qp sixteen hundred persons, out of which it 
cannot be computed that more than one out of every fimr 
go to any place of religious worship on the Sabbath, nei- 
ther to the meeting nor church. I have no doubt the. So* 
ciety will agree with me in regarding this general derelic*

except among the five principal farmers not more than 
five Bibles werie to be seen in the houses. No Sunday- 
School had been instituted, and the only means of instruc- 
tion was for the cottagers to send their children ^t two- 
pence per week to two little schools under the care of 
' wonien. Such, however, was the poverty of the place^ 
that many of the labourers could not afford this smaJl 
fiiittance from their weekly wages. By constant cate- 
chising in the church, and some encouragement to the 
poor £unilies, the number of children who can read is 
•ol^^erably increased ; but they are so often engager!

in the fields during the week-4ay8» that I thought Gttfe 
progress could be made without a Sinida^>Scfaoo!. Every 
incidental expence must be defrayed by myself, as there 
is no independent family in the parish, and the farms are 
so highly rented, that I cannot apply to the tenants with 
any prospect of a subscription. Indeed, I believe'^ they 
are very averse to such an innovation, though the extreme 
ignorance of the poor leads them to commit every possible 
depredation on their property, from want of eai-fy restraint^ 
and early instructions in the principles of religion.

" I fear the imputation of negligence, in not 
sooner acknowled^ng the receipt of your letter and the 
books, which arrived^ on the 9th of August last ; but 
I wished to be able to send some information as to the 
use made of the generous present of the Sunday-iSchool 
Society, and feel happy to state, that their bounty was 
most opportune, and has, I hope, been productive of good. 
The Protestant boys belonging to the School regularly 
attend divine service at my church ; they have made con- 
siderable progress, both in the Church Catechism and in 
the Scriptural Guide to the Knowledge of the Grospd, 
In the form of a catechism ; and also in the New Testa-, 
ment History. The Roman Catholic boys read the admi- 
rable selections of Scripture in your Society's Spelling- 
Books : They evince, in general, a thirst for knowledge ; 
and I exercise their memory by making them rehearse 
some passages from the Speliing-Books, or verses from 
Dr. Watts's Songs for Children. The School has been 
opened about three months, and the greatest number .of 
the boys were then unacquainted with the alphabet; — 
we have them now reading and writing, and evidently in 
a state of progressive improvement.

** It will be satisfactory to you, I have no doubt, 
4nd tp the Committee of the Sunday-School Society, to be 
informed of the state of our Schools in Wales in general. 
J wish I could give you a very particular and full account, 
verified by my own inspection of them ; but I have not 
' been able to visit them this summer throughout the whole 
country: but, so far as I have been able to visit them per- 
sonally, and as far as my information from others extends, 
I have the pleasure of informing you, that, in general, 
they are in a Nourishing state; — ^yes, in many parts, more 
so than ever they were, both as to the number of children 
who attend them, and the progress they make in the 
knowledge of divine things. Generally, in the North 
countries, this is true of them every where. I have been 
lately through several counties in South Wales : it was 
most delightful ^or me to observe the progress made since 
I was there about two years ago. In some districts, the 
grown-up young people of both sexes, as well as the chil- 
dren, were constantly and pleasingly employed in acquiring 
greater knowledge of the Bible and divine things; and the 
majority of them,^ ^^ ™y great surprise, bad made a public 
profession of religion, and bore very exemplary characters* 
In a few pf these plaices, I witnessed the most delightful 
(Bij^ht I ever saw^ in their public examinations. In other 
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places they only, wanted a little encouragement to go oii 
with fresh vigour. I think donations of books from your 
Committee to the teachers, would have very great effect 
in re-animating the teachers, and refresihing the work 
among the children. I hope the Committee will not 
deem this as taking too much liberty with them^ and 
making too free with their liberality. Donations from 
the Commitfee would be very acceptable, and revive the

'' I tUnk it my duty taxommimoateto jom 
every ftvooraUe tidings respecting the Sunday-Schoolftip 
mur connti^y winch eomes .within my knowledge^ as I na 
sensible of th^ high gratifio^on it affords you and the 
Gentlemen ef the Committee to hear of their success 
every where* I am jnst reterned from a fortnight's tonr 
throti^b Carmurvonshire: every whfiope the children met 
me hy hundreds* to be catecbisedj which I did, thrice, 
every day» travelling at the same tune from 1 6 to 25 miles. 
I was most highly delightfd with the. proficieiiey. which 
the children and youofj^ people had made in readiognnd 
catechetical ittstnustion thronghent the whole country. 
Frofta the age of J to. 35" or $0^ they generally attend the 
Schools ; and mai^ old people, grey-headed in igi^ninetfy 
are etmred np by the yonng to seek for knowledge in the 
Bible in their-oM age. They are emei>ging out ai igno- 
rance en maise: - 1 find public catechising a very powerful 
means to keep the Schools^ lively and vigorous: thei^e is 
u tendency to decline in bnman nature, corrupted and 
averse from divine employments, and catechising publicly 
is the engine I play with mostly, to counteract that ten. 
dency.. From some parts of Denbighshire, I hear^ very 
favourable tidings ; and in one district in this country^ 
there is a very great revival by means of the School 
there: all the young people attend with undescribable 
eagerness, and tof course their, proficiencyvis rapid and 
veiy pleasing. 

'< It may be satisihetory to the Committee of the 
Sunday-School ^cie]^9 to inform them, that not a single 
cause was brought to be tiAed at the present Spring Assises 
ffr Merionethshire^ -Carnarvonshire, .vot Anglesea; and 
this rtoarkabl^ and unusual circumstance is attributed 
by ^any to' the giHieiat attention J|o the BiUe, excited hjr 
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ncftiis of the Siinday*ScIiool8» which universally and su6« 
icessftilly prevail through those counties. For my own 
part, I have do doubt of it : and that the Sunday-Schoob 
hate had a very great effect in ameltorating the manners 
of the bulk of the country people here, in point of moral 
Improvement ; no doubt can remain in the mind of those 
who have had a proper opportunity of judging. 

** Knowledge of divine truth is much increased, and is 
still increasing ; but we hope to see greater things the 
succeeding year if we live. I think it my duty to mention 
these things to you, for the encouragement of the Gentle- 
inen of the Committee, and that they may assuredly know 
that their labours in the Lord are not in vain. 

** The books which you were so kind as to send have 
been generally received, and have proved very great 
stimulants, and revived the Schools wherever they were 
received. We are exceedingly obliged 16 the Gommitfee 
:for their 4iberality ; and I triist^th^ Lord will' enable them 
to p^issevere^ abounding in tlie work of the Lord* It is 
a great comfort to find their exertions crowned with such 
. evident and abundant success.

** I have to request you will communicate to the sup- 
porters of the Sunday-School Society how much Ireland 
stands in need of their benevolent aid as also the happy 
consequences I can record,, flowing from the protection 
already afforded us. The strefmi of . general education, I 
trust, will now carry in its current of importance, the no 
less important efforts of Smday^School education. For 
iny part* I deem the lutter the most important* as ite^« 
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tends to the poor working classes, and detaches those 
poor children from those vicious associations that herdT 
together on the SabbatfaHlay, the total disregard to which 
is so himentably apparent in Ireland* My School at Cam* 
moron Green, three miles from Omagh, has now continued 
six years, during which period I have received and ediA^ 
cated upwards of one thousand children and grown up 
young persons : the latter and many of the former, I am 
convinced, but for such weekly establishment never would 
have read the, word of God. * 

** I wish to see the poor chiki of the Irish peasant edu- 
cated in that system of religion which Moses and the Pro* 
phets, Christ and his Apostles, taught; and if that be not 
the religion of the Church of England, the Church, a» 
now established, is truly in danger from the Bible. 

<^ I can state, as a £ict, that in my School the reading 
of the phiin word of God, has been blest to the conversion 
of several Roman Catholics; and sure I am, it is the Spirit 
of God alone that can render it elffectual : and when I hear 
of men wishing to accompany the word of God with their 
notes and comments, as essential to its being understood, 
I view in them the same spirit that first corrupted Christi- 
a&ity. Moreover, when I reflect that the Scriptures pro* 
duced the ReformatioUi that it was in the absence of the 
Kble, priestcraft raised its head, and when brought to the 
light of the Gospel as in the Scriptures it fell, I am clearly 
for stiU adhering to it alone. I would therefore. Sir, en^ 
treat the Sunday School Society to look towards Ireland, 
for, without their aid, I could not have- carried on the 
various other Schools I have under my care in various 
partsof the North of Ireland, as^ under divine goodness, 
I know of no means better calculated to extend the king* 
dom of the Lord Jesus, of producing love to God and 
good will to man, of raising the drooping spirits of the-

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poor Roman Catholic firom a cross of wood to the ^'Lainlk 
of Ood'that taketh away the sio of the world.**

"I have the pieasure tp iicquaint you for Ums ihCm'- 
mation of your Committee^ that the Sunday School I have 
instituted in this place promises well: up^sirds of SO poor 
children have been admitted, and the number increasi^ 
weekly. I also feel peculiar satisfection in 8tiitiog» that 
the town wears a veiy differeiit aspect onthe Sabbath from 
what it did prior to the establishment of this SchooL 
Order and decenpy have taken the place of riot and inde- 
«eQcy« The poor children^ softer attending the School and 
divine service, return pea^jeably to the^ homes witbasft* 
rious dq|>ortment» which evinces that the instmetion given 
hi^ produced a suitable effect on their infent minds. The 
jparents atteiid church more frequently, and are thankful 
lor the opportunity afforded their children of being t^ight 
jto read, and .instructed in their duties.

** I retorned last week from a moath'» tour tkrough 
part of South Wales. The Schools appeared prosperous 
in most parts where I have been, and hundreds of them 
were brought for public Examinations in different parts. 

«< In one large district, including four or five parishes, 
there appeared a very general and powerful awakening 
among the children and young people who have for a few 
years past attended the Schools. Hundreds of thqm ap- 
peared of a week-day for public examination in four dif- 
ferent placeii. Their whole soul seemed to be heartily 
engaged in the work : their appearance was solemn and 
serioiis, atid the impressions on ^eir minds Were deep and 
powerfal. Abov« 140 have joined society in oiie parisl^ 
In the space of two months^ and their examihations wei^ 
▼ery pleasing and proitaMe. The awakenings extend to 
nearly all the youAg peopk ; and 1 have not for maiiy 
years past, witiiessed so glorious and d^ightful a scene* 
I shall never forget my late visit among them. The Lord 
\mo9t evidently worked powerfully <m their well-informed 
minds. I c6uld not ask them a question on the funda« 
mental articles of Christianity, without obtaiaing a very 
proper answer, confirmed by a passage of Scripture. I 
deemed what I then saw oi the work of the Lord among 
them, an ample reward for all my kbours these twenty-* 
«x years past in the iostrucftion of our poor people. I 
write this not from any ihotive of ostentation, but for the 
satisfaction of the Committee, and that the Lord by many 
may be praised for his wonderful wofks to the ehiMren of 
mea. Not unto us! Not unto us I but to thy name, be 
the praise!

*' In the name of myself and friends, I beg. you to 
make my thanks acceptable to the Sunday School Society 
for their kind present of books. My large little fomily 
will, I trust, be thankful to-morrow when the benefactioa 
is presented to them. The inhabitants of the whole of 
this town having oflcn expressed their admiration at the 
change already apparent in the children, I cannot deny 
myself the pleasure of mentioning iU This being a con- 
siderable manu&cturiiig town, the number of idle and rag* 
^ed boys and girls that infested the streets on the LordV\ 
ds^y was as notorious as unpleasant to all who are in the 
habit of resorting to the house of God on that day. Three 
hundred children withdrawn firom the streets^ render them 
as quiet as they were noisy before. The growing improve- 
ment of the children is truly encouraging to steady perse- 
verance—Many of them who could not read a Jetter 
six months ago, can now not only read, but repeat their 
catechism and hymns : such will be rewarded to-morrow 
with a Testament. I must not omit to mention, for the 
encouragement of the Committee, that before my settle* 
ment in this place, there had been a school seven or eight 
years ago, which, though it declined, from the removal of- 
one or two of its most active members, yet was productive, 
of gpod both fit tiie time and since. Even now y(e feel it% 
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good effects 9 in a dozen teachers, of both sexes, having 
▼olantarily undertaken to teach gratis ; declaring to me, 
that they did so from conviction of its vast importance, 
and out of gratitude for having themselves been taught in 
the former school. 

'^ Our school is open to sH, embraces some of all the 
'diversities of religious opinion, but not a word is ever 
tinted by way of restriction. One of our rules requires 
the parents to attend to solicit the admission of their child* 
Ten, and engage for their cleanly and punctual attendance. 
This has proved the happy means of bringing many of them 
to attend divine worship, who have it is to be feared, 
neglected it for years.

^< The noble institution established in the metropolis 
for the encouragement of Sunday Schools, will, I hope, 
justify me (as an advocate and promoter of those ^emina* 
ri^s of information and morality) in applying to the society 
for books. I have only been resident a short time in this 
populous village ; and was alarmed to find that my prede- 
cessors had been either inattentive or unsuccessful. The 
parents here are chiefly manufacturers of woollen cloth. 
The trade being so much depressed, and the inhabitants 
miserably poor, their children have been totally neglected 
on the Sabbath, and have run up and down in every direc- 
tion, committing wanton insult and mischief; but it give^ 
me great pleasure to say they are now transformed as it 
were by magic, and emulate oqe against another, who shall 
pay the greatest deference to their teachers and superiors* 

'< The number already on the Ijlst amounts to upwards 
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of three hundred, and they increaae every week. I think 
that more than one third will loon be capable of reading 
Ae Bible.

^ I ought sooner to have ackowledged the receipt of 
the books from the Sunday.School Society, and to have 
returned my grateful thanks to Ae Committee for their 
kind benefaction, and likewise to you for your attention. 

" In this part of the country we have nine schools every 
Sunday. In this circuit (which is about seven miles in cir« 
cumference,) since I wrote to you last, the number of 
scholars have increased to mOre than four times what I 
then mentioned. 

** But old and young flock there, until our chapels are 
often so crouded, that there is scarcely sufiicient room to 
accommodate them with seats. Pleasing sight l-^to" see 
^any greyheaded old men and women, with their specta* 
cles on, learning to read the word of Qod. It makes no 
difference to them whether little children or somebody else 
teaches them, as long as they are taught; that is what 
they eagerly wish for. Again, Our young melk think it 
almost a disgrace if they are prevented from attending 
these meetings. Upon entering almost every house in the 
neighbourhood, there is always some one learning some 
portion of the Scripture by heart. In some families it is 
a stated regulation that every one of the household shall 
learn one verse every day, and repeat, at either mOfning 
or evening family duty; and on the Sabbath-night, to 
repeat the whole that was learnt during the week. I

formation. Nor is tber utility of this sotool likely to be 
confined within itself. By our exertions a spirit of bene- 
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vaknt eanlnti0Bj mmbs to lane been excited in the 
neighbottrhood ; and we T^oiee to hear, that similar 
institations are likely to be set on bot, in many of tbe 
towns and villages aronnd as.
